The Sixty-second Annual Report upon the Registration of Births, 
Marriages and Deaths in Rhode Island, including judicial procedure 
in relation to divorce, and the report of cases of death by violence 
which were viewed by the medical examiners during the year 1914, 
with compendiary tables of the results of registration in the previous 
years, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

The causes of death by age are given alphabetically in Table VII 
in minute sub-division, that the statistician may secure the causes 
which in his mind may have association with each other. 

It has been deemed necesssary to confine the Bertillon, or Inter- 
national classification (Table VIII) to the totals of classes of causes 
of death. 

For economy in printing, many tables and the special tables giving 
results and observations presented in previous reports for fifty-one 
years, have been omitted. 

These special tables were intended to present the important facts 
of many years of registration, as well as of single years, in such 
manner as to make them readily apparent and relieve the compiler 
of statistics from much of the labor of personal examination of the 
general tables in the preceding reports. 

These may be found in the fifty-ninth registration report for the 
year 1911.

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GENERAL SUMMARY. 



The number of births registered in the State of Rhode Island, dur- 
ing the year 1914, was fourteen thousand four hundred and eighty- 
four (14,484); the number of marriages, five thousand one hundred 
and forty-seven (5,147); and the number of deaths, eight thousand 
seven hundred and twelve (8,712.) 

During the period of sixty-one years there were recorded, in Rhode 
Island, 501,493 births, of which number 19,109 were still-born and 
482,384 were living children. 

During the same period there were recorded 183,715 marriages, 
and 340,057 deaths. 

These results show that in every 26.2 births there was one still-born 
child, or that in every 1,000 births there were 38 still-born and 962 
living children.

The general statistics of births in Rhode Island, during the year 
1914, derived from the returns sent to the office of the State Regis- 
trar, may be found on pages 2, 3, 6 and 7, in Tables I, II, and 
IV. 

The whole number reported is 14,484, as before stated, and shows 
an increase of 579 over the number in 1913. 

Sex of the Children. 

Of the 14,484 children whose births were registered in 1914, there 
were 7,471 males and 7,013 females. This gives 106 males to each* 
100 females. 

The following table shows the number and sex, and the propor- 
tions of each sex, of the children born in Rhode Island, from 1856 
to 1910, in eleven periods of five years each, and also for each of the 
last five years:

The average proportion for fifty-nine years is 105 males to every 
100 females. At the end of five years from birth the number of each 
sex is about equal, the males having a larger mortality during that 
period. 
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Births and Season. 

Table II, on page 4 of this report, gives the number of births 
occurring in the different months of the year, in the whole State. 

According to* this table, the greatest number of births in any one 
month, in 1914, occurred in March, and the largest in any quarter in 
the third. 

Parentage. 

Of the whole number, 14,484 children born in Rhode Island during 
the year 1914, there were 4,488 native, 7,497 foreign, and 2,499 of 
mixed parentage. 

By mixed parentage is meant the children born of native fathers 
and foreign mothers, and of foreign fathers and native mothers. 

Of native fathers and foreign mothers there were 1,061, and of 
foreign fathers and native mothers, 1,438. 

The following table of percentages will show, in a different and 
perhaps clearer way, the same changes that have occurred in the 
proportions of the births in the different classes of parentage during 
the last seven years, and during fifty years, from 1858-1907, inclusive, 
in two periods of twenty years and one of ten years.

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DIVORCES, 1914. 



According to the returns made to the Secretary of the State Board 
of Health (State Registrar) by the clerks of the Superior Courts of 
the different counties of Rhode Island, the number of applications 
for divorce, during 1914, was eight hundred and eighty-four (884). 

The number of divorces granted, during 1914, was six hundred 
and thirteen (613). 

There were eighty-eight less applications made during 1914 than 
in the preceding year, but the number of divorces granted was thirty- 
one more. 

Divorces are decreed for the following seven statute causes, viz. : 

1. Adultery. 

2. Extreme cruelty. 

3. Willful desertion for five years of either of the parties, or for 
a shorter period, in the discretion of the court. 

4. Continued drunkenness. 

5. Neglect or refusal to provide necessaries (having ability) for 
the subsistence of a wife. 

6. Gross misbehavior and wickedness other than aforesaid. 

7. Impotency. 

Divorces are also decreed, or marriages set aside, in the discretion 
of the court, for ascertained affinity, consanguinity, idiocy, insanity, 
penitentiary crimes, and bigamous or otherwise illegal marriage.

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Nativity of Decedents. 

Of the whole number of decedents, 8,712, 5,810 were native-born, 
that is, were born in the United States, and 2,902 were born outside 
of the United States. 

Parentage of Decedents. 

Of the whole number of decedents, 8,712 reported in 1914, 3,272 
were of native and 5,440 were of foreign and unknown parentage. 

By the term "foreign parentage" is meant the decedents whose 
fathers were born in some other country and not in the United States. 
The grandchildren of the foreign-born are reckoned as of native 
parentage, if their fathers were born in the United States. 

The following towns and cities, reported a larger number of dece- 
dents of foreign parentage than of native, namely: Bristol, Warren, 
Warwick, Middletown, Newport City, Portsmouth, Tiverton, Bur- 
rillyille, Central Falls, Cranston, Cumberland, Johnston, Lincoln, 
North Providence, Pawtucket, Providence, Woonsocket and 
Westerly. 

These number varied from a moderate excess to three or four 
times as many of foreign as of native parentage.

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9. Diphtheria, The number of deaths from diphtheria, in 1914, 
was 104, which was 34 less than in 1913. This number represents 
1.2 per cent, of all causes, or a proportion of .17 to every 1,000 of 
the population. 

There were 30 deaths from diphtheria in the first quarter, 15 in the 
second, 17 in the third, and 42, in the fourth. Nine deaths from 
membraneous croup are included in the above number.

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10. Influenza. The event, during the first four months of the 
year 1890, of a very extraordinary and perhaps unprecedented prev- 
alence of a form of influenza, which was unlike that of ordinary 
occurrence in that it affected indiscriminately all the functions and 
nearly all the organs of the body, varying with the individuals at- 
tacked, and the reappearance of the same, although in greatly 
lessened numbers, in 1891, warrants a continued notice, not given 
previous to 1890 in the Registration Reports, to the affection so 
named. 

The greatest mortality appears to be among females, there being 
152 females to every 100 males. The parentage appears to be nearly 
equally divided between native and foreign, there being 102 foreign 
to 100 native. 

The largest number of deaths occurred in Providence city, but this 
is not out of proportion to the proportionate number and density of 
population.

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14. Dysentery. Thfre were 23 deaths with dysentery given as 
the cause in 1914. It has been the custom to place dysentery in 
table with diarrhoea and enteritis, and that table will be found under 
numbers 104 and 105 of this report. 

18. Erysipelas. There were 26 deaths from erysipelas in 1914. 
Of these, 14 were males and 12 were females. Of the parentage, 7 were 
native and 19 foreign. 

19. Other Epidemic Diseases. UDder this heading has been placed 
3 deaths from parotitis or mumps. 

20. Purulent Septicaemia and Injection. There were 18 deaths 
from this cause, in 1914, all from slight injuries to hand or foot 
which became infected. 

26. From Pellagra 12 deaths occurred. Since 1909, 42 deaths 
have been recorded in this State from this cause, 34 of which occurred 
at the State Institutions. 

28. Tuberculosis of Lungs. There were 778 deaths from this 
cause in 1914. 

29, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35. Tuberculous Diseases. There were 
160 deaths from tuberculous diseases other than tuberculosis of 
lungs, in 1914. These include tuberculosis of meninges, abdominal 
tuberculosis, Pott's disease, tuberculosis of other organs, and general 
tuberculosis. This makes the total number of deaths from tuber- 
culosis, in 1914, 938. This number is smaller by 3 than in 1914. 
The whole number, 938, represents 12.4 per cent, of all causes and a 
proportion of 1.6 to every 1,000 of the population. Of these 938 
decedents, 528 were males and 410 were females. There were 283 
decedents of native parentage and 655 of foreign. The largest 
number, 95, occurred in April, the next largest, 89, in January and 
July; the smallest, 57, in October. During 1914, of the decedents 
from tuberculous diseases, 213, or nearly one-fourth, were between 
the ages of 20 and 30 years; and 207 were between the ages of 30 
and 40.

64. Apoplexy. There were 595 deaths from apoplexy, including 
cerebral hemorrhage, in Rhode Island, in 1914, according to the 
returns. The number reported is 65 more than in the year 1913. 

The whole number of deaths from apoplexy represents 6.08 per 
cent, of all causes, and a proportion of 1.0 to everyone thousand of 
the population.

This 
number represents 11.1 per cent, of all causes, and a proportion of 
1.6 to every one thousand of the population. 

Mortality from Diseases of the Heart, 1866 to 1914, inclusive. 
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89, 90. Bronchitis. The number of decedents, whose deaths 
were reported as having been caused by bronchitis in 1914 was 137, 
as against 127 in 1913. This number represents 1.57 per cent, of all 
causes, and a proportion of .23 to every one thousand of the 
population. 

The following Table will show various facts in relation to the 
mortality from bronchitis for forty-five years in five year periods, 
and for each of the last nine years: 

Mortality in the State from Bronchitis, for ty^nine years, 1866 to 1914, inclusive. 
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91, 92. Pneumonia. There were 324 deaths reported, in 1914, 
from broncho-pneumonia, and 538 from pneumonia, making a total 
of 862. All have been placed under pneumonia, as there are many 
cases of broncho-pneumonia which are reported simply as pneumonia. 

Broncho-pneumonia and pneumonia may be found considered 
separately in Table VII of this report. 

There were, of broncho-pneumonia and pneumonia, 862 deaths in 
1914, which number is 4 less than that of the previous year. 
This number represents 9.9 per cent, of all causes, and a proportion 
of 1.4 to every one thousand of the population. 

By season, 481, more than one-half of the deaths from pneumonia, 
occurred during the first four months of the year; the largest mor- 
tality being in January. 

The following Table presents, in periods of five years for forty- 
five years, and for each of the last nine ye&rs, the number and the 
percentage, with the sex and the parentage, of the decedents from 
pneumonia, and the number in each year, in each division of the 
State:

There were, in 
1914, 414 deaths from these causes. This number represents 4.75 
per cent, of deaths from all causes, and a proportion of .7 to every 
one thousand of the population. Of sex, there were 228 males and 
186 females; and of parentage, there were 133 of native and 281 of 
foreign. As may be seen in the following Table, the number of 
deaths from cholera infantum (diarrhea and enteritis) during the forty- 
nine years, from 1866 to 1914, inclusive, was 20,086. The proportion 
to the whole mortality was 6.5 per cent.

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105. Diarrhea and Enteritis (2 years and over). There were 84 
deaths from these causes in 1914. Of the 84, 43 were males and 41 
.were females; and of parentage, 31 were native and 53 were for- 
eign. As to age, 12 of the decedents were under 5 years, knd 56 were 
over 50 years, leaving 16 between the ages of 5 and 50 years. 36 
of the above deaths occurred in July, August and September. It 
has been the custom to include all deaths from dysentery in the fol- 
lowing Table. The deaths from dysentery in 1914, numbered 23, 
and 7 of these decedents were under two years of age. 

The following Table will show the deaths from diarrhea and dysen- 
tery, with percentage, sex, parentage, etc., for forty-nine years, be- 
ginning with 1866:

108. Appendicitis. During 1914 there were 67 deaths from this 
cause and of this number, 43 were males and 24 were females; 18 
were of native and 49 of foreign parentage, and there was a pro- 
portion of .11 to every one thousand of population. 
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109. Hernia. There were 35 deaths attributed to hernia in 1914. 
Of these, 1 was diaphragmatic; 5 were femoral; 13, inguinal; 2, 
scrotal; 8, umbilical; 1 ventral, and 5 with the location not given. 

Ill, 113, 114 and 115, have been combined under one heading 
to make up the table of Liver Diseases, as has been the custom here- 
tofore. There were 96 deaths from diseases of the liver in 1914, as 
against 135 in 1913. This number represents 1.10 of all causes, and 
a proportion of .16 to every one thousand of the population. Of sex, 
51 were males and 45 were females; and of parentage, 26 were of 
native and 70 of foreign. 

The following Table will present various facts in relation to diseases 
of the liver during forty-nine ^ears: 

Mortality from Diseases of the Liver, 1866 to 1914, inclusive. 
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117. Peritonitis. There were, in 1914, 7 deaths from peritonitis, 
in which no cause was specified or known. Of this number, 2 were 
males and 5 were females. 

119. Acute Nephritis. There were 95 deaths from acute nephritis 
in 1914, as against 77 in 1913. 



120. Chronic Nephritis.

122. Other Diseases of the Kidneys. In 1914, 2 deaths from cystic 
kidney, 2 from pyelitis, 7 from pyonephrosis, and 1 from perine- 
phritic abscess, were tabulated under this title. 

119, 120 and 122 have been combined in the following Table 
under the title of Kidney Diseases, which Table will present various 
facts, in relation to the mortality from diseases of the kidneys in 
Rhode Island, for forty-nine years, 1866 to 1914: 

Mortality in the State from Kidney Diseases, 1866 to 1914, inclusive. 
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129. Uterine Tumor. There were 9 deaths from this cause in 
1914, all of which were fibroids. 

131. Cysts and other Tumors of the Ovary. In 1914 but 5 deaths 
were tabulated under this title. 

134. Accidents of Pregnancy. There were but 6 deaths under this 
cause recorded in 1914, of which 3 were due to tubal pregnancy, 2 to 
miscarriage, and 1 to pernicious vomiting of pregnancy. 

135. Puerperal Hemorrhage. From the cause post-partum hem- 
orrhage, 3 deaths occurred; from placenta prsevia, 8. 

136. Other Accidents of Labor. Of the 5 deaths recorded under 
this title, 1 was from Caesarean section; 4 from difficult and long labor, 
with heart disease. 

137. Puerperal Septicemia. From this cause there were 19 deaths 
in 1914; 15 from septicaemia; 2 from septic endometritis, and 2 from 
peritonitis. 

138. Puerperal Albuminuria and Convulsions. Thirty deaths 
from this cause occurred. 

139. Puerperal Phlegmasia, etc. Under this head eight deaths 
were tabulated in 1914; 7 from embolism and 1 from heart disease. 

Mortality in the State from Child-birth, with the Percentage of the Whole Number of 
Deaths, Parentage, and Locality, for forty-nine years, from 1866 to 1914, inclusive. 
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142. Gangrene. Of the 20 deaths from this cause in 1914, 11 were 
from gangrene of foot, and 7 from gangrene of leg; 1 from buttocks, 
and 1 from gangrenous stomatitis. 

144. Acute Abscess. Phelgmon. There were 6 deaths under this 
head in 1914; abscess of mediastinum, 1; shoulder, 1; and from 
multiple abscesses, 4. 

145. Diseases of the Skin. In 1914 there were 5 deaths from 
pemphigus; 1 from elephantiasis; 1 from vesicular dermatitis, and 
1 from icthyosis. 

146. Diseases of the Bones. Under this head there were 9 deaths 
from mastoiditis, and 1 from osteomyelitis. 

150. Congenital Malformations. In 1914 there were 100 deaths 
in this class. Of these, 6 were specified as hydrocephalus; 22 mal- 
formation of heart; 31 were open foramen ovale; 18 spina-bifida; 
malformation of abdominal wall, 1; 3 malformation of intestines, 
of kidneys, 1; imperforate anus, 1; hare lip and cleft palate, 1; club 
foot and web fingers, 1; of hand extra finger, amputation and hem- 
orrhage, 1; congenital goitre, 1; congenital pulmonary stenosis, 2; 
pyloric stenosis, 6; encephalocele, 1; meningocele of cord, 1; om- 
phalocele, 2; malformation general and undescribed, 1. 

151-1. Premature Birth. In 1914 there were 254 deaths from 
this cause. The number of deaths from this cause has greatly in- 
creased in the last few years, and this is probably due to greater 
accuracy in registration. 

151-2. Congenital Debility. Deaths of children under one year 
of age only are tabulated under this title. There were 272 tabulated 
under this head in 1914. Of these, 187 were due to malassimilation; 
21 to icterus neonatorum; and 64, congenital debility, with no cause 
known or obtainable. 

152. Other Diseases of Early Infancy. There were 51 deaths 
tabulated under this title in 1914. Of these, 8 were due to asphyxia 
neonatorum; 17, to atelectasis pulmonum; 1, to septic inflammation 
of umbilicus; 3, to umbilical hemorrhage; 22, to general hemorrhage 
of the newborn. 

154. Old Age. Senile Debility. The number of deaths, in 1914, 
attributed to old age as a cause, was 144; of these, 20 were recorded 
as senile dementia. The number of deaths (144) represents 1.65 
per cent, of all causes, and a proportion of .24 to every one thousand 
of the population. As to sex, 51 were males and 93 were females; 
and of parentage, 78 were of native, and 66 of foreign. 

155. Suicide by Poison. Of the 7 deaths tabulated under this 
title, 1 was ascribed to carbolic acid; 1 to cyanide potassium; 1 to 
bichloride of mercury; 1 to morphia; 1 to Paris green; 1 to tincture 
of opium; and 1 to phosphorus. 
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156. Suicide by Asphyxia. There were 17 deaths under this title, 
all from illuminating gas. 

157. Suicide by Hanging. There were 11 suicides by hanging in 
1914. 

158. Suicide by Drowning. The suicides by drowning numbered 
8 in 1914. 

159. Suicide by Firearms. In 1914, 25 people committed suicide 
by shooting. 

160. Suicide by Cutting Instruments. There were 5 suicides by 
cutting the throat, and 1 by cutting abdomen. 

163. Other Suicides. Self-inflicted burns caused 1 death in 1914. 

The number of deaths in Rhode Island by suicide, in 1914, was 75, 
which is smaller by 10 than in the preceding year. There were 60 
male and 15 female decedents from that cause; and of the 75, 23 
were of jiative parentage and 52 of foreign. 

Mortality in the State from Suicide, 1886 to 1914, inclusive. 
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164. Poisoning by Food. One death occurred from this cause in 
1914 which was said to have been caused by ice cream. 

165. Acute Poisonings. ' (Accidental.) There were 9 deaths from 
this cause in 1914, of which 4 were due to an overdose of morphia, 
1 from overdose of chloroform; from coryza tablets, 1; by acetanilid 
taken by mistake, 1; by drinking tincture of iodine 1 (child); by 
drinking "Ferro-China" 1 (child). 

167. Burns and Scalds. Forty-five deaths were tabulated under 
this title in 1914, described as follows: By clothes taking fire from 
stove, 4; from gas stove, 1; by lighting fire with kerosene, 2; by 
matches in pocket igniting clothing, 2 (adults) ; playing with matches, 
7; by firecrackers, 1; in rubbish fire, 6; from upset lamp, 1; from 
Jack o'lantern, 1 ; in burning house, 2 ; by hot water spilled on child, 2; 
by pulling over kettle of hot water on self, 2; by falling into pail of 
hot water, 8; in explosion of steam boiler, 1; by falling into vat of 
boiling water, 1 (adult); by bursting of steam pipe in laundry, 2; 
and 2 with the circumstances unknown; of these, one (child) was 
found incinerated on a couch. 

168. Absorption of Deleterious Gases. Of the deaths due to this 
cause in 1914, 16 were due to illuminating gas; 5 to overlying or 
bed clothes, and 1 was smothered at mother's breast. 

169. Accidental Drowning. There occurred in 1914 58 deaths 
from drowning, classed as follows: While bathing or swimming, 14 
from overturned boat, 2; overboard from boats, 10; from leaky skiff, 2 
from wharf while playing, 1; playing on raft, fell into water, 1 
playing with toy boat, 1 ; from landing, 1 ; by fall into mill-trench, 3 
in attempting to board barge while intoxicated, 2; through ice, 3 
by boat going over falls, 1; canoeing, 4; in cistern, 2; in bathtub 
during fit of vertigo, 1 ; and 10 found in water, circumstances unknown. 

170. Traumatism by Firearms. The 8 deaths in this class were 
described as follows: By accidental discharge of gun while hunting, 
2; shot self while cleaning gun, 2; while fooling with revolver, 1; 
accidentally shot by son, 1; in pulling coat out from automobile a 
revolver in pocket was discharged, 1 ; in packing a valise containing 
loaded revolver which became discharged, 1. 

172. Traumatism by Fall. There were 88 deaths ascribed to this 
cause in 1914. Of these, 23 were by falls down stairs or steps; from 
hay-loft, 1; from window, 3; from roof, 2; from staging, 2; from 
boulder, 1 (child); from bed, 3; from horizontal bar in gymnasium, 2; 
down embankment, striking on stone, 1 ; from ladder, 1 ; from tree, 1 ; 
from piazza, 1; from hammock, 1; on State pier, 2; upon pile of 
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lumber, a fall of 30 feet, 1; from station platform, 1; into coal-pit 
while unloading coal, 1 ; while sliding down board, fell and fractured 
leg, 1 ; on floor, ground or sidewalk, 40. 

173. Traumatism by Blasting. While blasting, hit by pieces of 
rock, 3. 

174. Traumatism by Machines. There were 13 deaths tabulated 
under this heading in 1914: Four were caught in machines and 
shafting; drawn between fly-wheel and floor, 1 ; struck by fly-wheel, 1 ; 
hit by hook in bursting belt, 1; caught between rollers of drying 
machine at bleachery, 1; knee caught in bread mixer at bakery, 
gangrene following, 1; crushed under falling beam which was being 
hoisted by derrick, 1; crushed by coal-bucket, 1; by falling down 
elevator shaft, 2. 

175. A. B. Railroad Accidents. There were 34 deaths from 
railroad accidents in this State in 1914, and 29 by electric cars. 

175. C. Automobile Accidents. Under this title 34 deaths were 
recorded as against 36 in 1913. Struck by automobile, 14; knocked 
down and run over by automobile, 6; by heavy motor-truck, 2; 
automobile in collision with electric car, 4; by running into telegraph 
pole, 2; into stone wall, 1; crushed under overturned machine, 1; 
by cranking machine with clutch in at high speed, 1 ; there were also 
3 deaths by motorcycle accidents, viz.: struck by motorcycle, 2; 
by falling from motorcycle, 1. 

175. E; F. 176, 178, 179, 181, 186. Under these headings 56 
various accidents occurred causing death, described as follows: By 
caving in of bank, 2 (laborers); run over by heavy teams, 6; thrown 
from team, 4; in runaway accidents, 4; crushed under falling lumber, 
1 (child); crushed under falling tree, 1; crushed under gunwale of 
boat while attempting to turn it over, 1 ; struck on head by baseball, 1 ; 
struck at base of brain while playing, 1; crushed under falling rock, 2; 
by heavy timber falling on leg, 1 ; by boat falling against leg while 
painting boat, causing compound fracture, septicaemia following, 1 ; 
kicked while playing football, 1; struck by sled while coasting, 1; 
baby wagon ran down hill, tipped over, throwing baby out, 1; . 
suffocation occurred by swallowing open safety-pin, 1; peanut in 
trachea, 1; toy-balloon, in trachea, 1; by vomitus, 4; by position, 5; 
by clothing pinned too tightly about neck, 1 (infant) ; 2 were kicked 
by a horse; 2 thrown from horse, and 1 stepped on by horse; from 
cold and exposure, 4; from heat, 4; and 2 deaths were caused by 
electrical shocks received by linemen. 

182, 183, 184. Homicide. There were 19 homicides in 1914 in 
the State of Rhode Island; of these, 13 were males and 6 were females, 
of parentage, 1 was native and 18 were foreign. (See medical 
examiner's report in last part of this report.) •

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THE RETURNS OF THE MEDICAL EXAMINERS. 



The number- of deaths investigated by the medical examiners 
during the year 1914 was 741. These deaths resulted from sudden, 
suspicious, unknown and violent causes. Of this number, 540, or 
73 per cent, were males, and 199, or 27 per cent, were females. 

Homicide. — The number of deaths from homicide was 15, or 
2 per cent, of the whole number investigated. Of these 15 cases, 8 
were by shooting, 1 was by stab-wound of heart, 1 by stab-wound of 
neck, 1 by numerous stab-wounds of neck and back, 2 by assault 
resulting in fracture of skull, 1 by illuminating gas, and 1 (infant) by 
strangulation. 

Suicide. — The number of deaths by suicide reported by the 
medical examiners in 1914 was 76, or 10.3 per cent, of the whole 
number examined. Death was caused as follows : by cutting throat, 
5; by drowning, 10; by hanging, 11; by illuminating gas, 13; by self- 
inflicted burns, 1 (insane); by shooting, 28; by throwing self in front 
of train, 1 ; by poison, 7. 

Accidents. — The returns of the medical examiners show 333 
deaths from accidents, specified as follows: Asphyxia, 25; by auto- 
mobile, 30; motorcycle, 2; burns and scalds, 36; drowning, 50; electric 
car, 29; electricity, 2; elevator, 2; explosion, 3; exposure to cold, 2; 
falls, 63; firearms, 8; heat, 2; machinery, 10; poison, 11; railroad, 31; 
and 27 by various other accidents. 

Asphyxia. — By illuminating gas, 15; by overlying or bedclothes, 1; 
by clothing being pinned too tightly about neck of newborn infant, 1 ; 
by vomitus, 2; by position in falling, 4 (intoxicated) ; by strangulation, 
1 (child was running with toy balloon in mouth which became lodged 
in larynx) ; by caving of earth while digging a well, 1. 

Automobile. — Struck by automobile, 14; thrown from automobile, 
3; run over by automobile, 5; run over by auto-truck, 2; fall from 
auto-truck, 2; in collision of automobile with electric car, 4. 

Motorcycle. — By fall from motorcycle, 1 ; struck by motorcycle, 1. 

Burns and Scalds. — By clothes taking fire from stove, 1; from 
gas-stove, 1 ; from firecracker, 1 ; from Jack o'lantern, 1 ; from burning 
fat, 1; in burning stable where man was sleeping, 1; playing with 
matches, 7; by upset lighted lamp, 1; by rubbish fire, 6; by boiler, 
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explosion, 1; by bursting of steam pipe in laundry, 1; by falling into 
pail of hot water left standing on floor, 8 (children) ; by falling into 
vat of boiling water, 1; by pulling over kettle of hot water from 
stove on self, 3; burns with circumstances unknown, 2. 

Drowning. — While bathing or swimming, 15; through ice (skating), 
4; overboard from boats, 5; from overturned skiff, 1 (child) ; from boat 
which was carried over falls, 1 ; from capsized canoe, 4; by falling from 
boat while playing, 1; from float or wharf while playing, 2; in trench, 
3 (children) ; in cistern in yard, 1 (child) ; by falling into water during 
epileptic seizure, 2; into river while intoxicated, 1; found in water, 
circumstances unknown, 10. 

Electric Car. — Struck by car while crossing track, 18; run over 
by car, 4; fall from car, 6; in collision with automobile, 1. 

Electricity. — In contact with live wire while at work, 2 (linemen). 

"Elevator. — Two deaths were caused by falling down elevator 
shaft. 

Explosion. — While blasting, struck on head by rock, 1; in prema- 
ture blast, struck by flying rock, 1; in quarry, crushed head and 
chest, 1. 

Exposure to Cold. — Two deaths from exposure to cold were 
investigated by the medical examiners in 1914. 

Falls. — Down stairs or steps, 16; on ground or floor, 20; on pave- 
ment, 4; on ice, 1; from boulder, while at play, 1; from haymow, 2; 
from baby carriage, 1; from small cart, striking on head, 1; from 
staging, 2; from step-ladder, 1; from window, 2; from horizontal 
bar, in gymnasium, 1; from roof, 2; from tree, 1; fall of 30 feet upon 
pile of lumber, 1 ; from bed, 1 ; from piazza, 1 ; from station platform, 1 ; 
on State pier, 2; through trestle on railroad, 1; from track into coal 
pit, while loading coal, 1. 

Firearms. — Gunshot wound of brain, boy accidentally shot self 
while at play with other boys in swamp, 1 ; shot in abdomen while 
trying to wrest pistol from policeman, 1 ; gunshot wound of head, 
accidentally shot by son, 1 ; gunshot wound of thigh while hunting, 1 ; 
shot while cleaning revolver, 2; shot while pulling coat out of auto- 
mobile, a revolver which was on the seat became discharged, 1 ; by 
discharge of revolver while repacking suit case, 1. 

Heat. — As a result of prostration by heat, 2 deaths occurred in 
1914. 

Machinery. — Crushed between fly-wheel and floor in knitting- 
mill, 1; crushed under coal-bucket on dock, 1; crushed under falling 
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beam which was being hoisted by derrick, 1; fracture of skull by 
belt-hook from bursting belt, 1 ; caught in drilling machine, 1 ; caught 
in bread-mixer, injury to knee, 1; by fall into machine while at work, 
1 ; caught in rollers of starching-machine, arm and body drawn 
through rollers, 1; carried about shafting in factory, 1; lacerated 
wound of arm in foundry, wound became infected, 1. 

Poison. — By overdose of morphia, 4; overdose of chloroform, 1 
(habitual user) ; by belladonna in ,coryza tablets, too many taken, 1 ; 
too much cough mixture, 1 (adult); by drinking wood alcohol, 1; 
by overdose of acetanilid to induce sleep, 1 ; by drinking a tonic known 
as Ferro-China, 1 (child); by drinking tincture of iodine from 
bottle, 1 (child). 

Railroad. — The medical examiners investigated 31 deaths from 
railroad accidents in 1914. 

Accidents, Various Other. — Run over by heavy teams, 3; run 
over by team while coasting, 1 ; thrown from loaded team, 3; struck by 
pair of runaway horses while trying to stop them, 2; in runaway acci- 
dent, fracture of skull, 1 ; kicked by horse in stable, 1 ; thrown from 
horse, 1 ; thrown from bakery wagon in collision with electric car, 1 ; 
in coasting accident was struck by sled, rupturing intestine, 1; crushed 
under log which child was crawling under, 1 ; struck on jaw, septicaemia 
following, 1; leg crushed under heavy timber while at work, 1; 
undescribed injury to leg which became infected, 1; injury to foot 
in football game, septicaemia following, 1; cut on thumb, infection, 1; 
struck by bicycle, fractured skull, 1 ; fractured skull received in fight, 
1; struck by bottle thrown by companion, 1; crushed under granite 
boulder while excavating in front of it, 1; crushed under heavy rock 
in quarry, 1; crushed by gunwale of skiff, in attempting to throw 
skiff over, it strangled boy by resting on neck, boy was all alone; 
fracture of skull received while playing, 1.

septic meningitis, 1; angina pectoris, 6; heart disease,. 64; valvular 
heart disease, 42; myocarditis, 2; arteriosclerosis, 2; pneumonia, 8; 
broncho-pneumonia, 5; acute bronchitis, 1; chronic bronchitis, 1; 
epilepsy, 3; measles, 1; old age, 4; diabetes, 1; diphtheria, 1; cardiac 
embolism, 5; cerebral embolism, 4; pulmonary embolism, 1; mis- 
carriage, 2; puerperal septicaemia, 3; cancer of throat, 1; pertussis, 2; 
some intracranial condition, 1 (adult); syphilis, 1; intestinal obstruc- 
tion with perforation, 1; dysentery, 2; paralysis agitans, 1; cocainism, 
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1; morphinism, 1; cholecystitis, 1; cholera infantum. 2; gastro- 
enteritis, 5; acute indigestion, 3; malassimilation, 4; ulcer of stomach, 
1; convulsions, 2; congenital malformation of heart, 2; congenital 
debility, 6; atelectasis pulmonum, 1; premature birth, 8; asphyxia 
neonatorum, 1; cause unknown, 13 (adults); cause unknown, 10
